Gen 15:13-16 

x Then the Lord said to Abram, "You can be sure 
that your descendants will be strangers in a 
foreign land, where they will be oppressed as 
slaves for 400 years. But I will punish the nation 
that enslaves them, and in the end they will come 
away with great wealth. (As for you, you will die 
in peace and be buried at a ripe old age.) After 
four generations your descendants will return 
here to this land, for the sins of the Amorites do 
not yet warrant their destruction."

Gen 37:26-28 

x Judah said to his brothers, "What will we gain by 
killing our brother? His blood would just give us a 
guilty conscience. Instead of hurting him, let's sell 
him to those Ishmaelite traders. After all, he is our 
brother — our own flesh and blood!" And his 
brothers agreed. So when the Ishmaelites, who 
were Midianite traders, came by, Joseph's brothers 
pulled him out of the cistern and sold him to them 
for twenty pieces of silver. And the traders took 
him to Egypt.

Gen 45:3-5 

x "I am Joseph!".. .They were stunned to realize that 
Joseph was standing there in front of 
them. "Please, come closer," he said to them. So 
they came closer. And he said again, "I am Joseph, 
your brother, whom you sold into slavery in 
Egypt. But don't be upset, and don't be angry with 
yourselves for selling me to this place. It was God 
who sent me here ahead of you to preserve your 
lives.

Gen 46:2-4 

x "Jacob! Jacob!" he called. "Here I am," Jacob 
replied. 

x "I am God, the God of your father," the voice 
said. "Do not be afraid to go down to Egypt, for 
there I will make your family into a great 
nation. I will go with you down to Egypt, and I 
will bring you back again. But you will die in 
Egypt with Joseph attending to you." 



FROM THE RED SEA TO THE JORDAN 



Gen 50:24-25 

» "Soon I will die," Joseph told his brothers, "but 
God will surely come to help you and lead you 
out of this land of Egypt. He will bring you back 
to the land he solemnly promised to give to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob." Then Joseph 
made the sons of Israel swear an oath, and he 
said, "When God comes to help you and lead 
you back, you must take my bones with you." 



FROM THE RED SEA TO THE JORDAN 



Ex 1:8-11 

x Eventually, a new king came to power in Egypt 
who knew nothing about Joseph or what he had 
done. He said to his people, "Look, the people of 
Israel now outnumber us and are stronger than 
we are. We must make a plan to keep them from 
growing even more. If we don't, and if war breaks 
out, they will join our enemies and fight against 
us. Then they will escape from the country." So 
the Egyptians made the Israelites their slaves.

Ex 2:23-24 

x Years passed, and the king of Egypt died. But 
the Israelites continued to groan under their 
burden of slavery. They cried out for help, and 
their cry rose up to God. God heard their 
groaning, and he remembered his covenant 
promise to Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. 



FROM THE RED SEA TO THE JORDAN 



Exodus 3:7 

x Then the Lord told him, "I have certainly seen the 
oppression of my people in Egypt. I have heard their 
cries of distress because of their harsh slave drivers. 
Yes, I am aware of their suffering. So I have come down 
to rescue them from the power of the Egyptians and 
lead them out of Egypt into their own fertile and 
spacious land. It is a land flowing with milk and 
honey — the land where the Canaanites, Hittites, 
Amorites, Perizzites, Hivites, and Jebusites now 
live... Now go, for I am sending you to Pharaoh. You 
must lead my people Israel out of Egypt." 



FROM THE RED SEA TO THE JORDAN 



Ex 3:11-12 

x But Moses protested to God, "Who am I to 
appear before Pharaoh? Who am I to lead the 
people of Israel out of Egypt?" 

x God answered, "I will be with you. And this is 
your sign that I am the one who has sent you: 
When you have brought the people out of 
Egypt, you will worship God at this very 
mountain."

Ex 4:21 

x And the Lord told Moses, "When you arrive 
back in Egypt, go to Pharaoh and perform all 
the miracles I have empowered you to do. But I 
will harden his heart so he will refuse to let the 
people go. 



FROM THE RED SEA TO THE JORDAN 



Ex 5:1-2: 5-8 

x Moses and Aaron went and spoke to Pharaoh. They told him, 
"This is what the Lord, the God of Israel, says: Let my people go 
so they may hold a festival in my honor in the wilderness." 

x 2 "Is that so?" retorted Pharaoh. "And who is the Lord? Why 
should I listen to him and let Israel go? I don't know the Lord, and 
I will not let Israel go... why are you distracting the people from 
their tasks? Get back to work! 5 Look, there are many of your 
people in the land, and you are stopping them from their work." 

x 6 That same day Pharaoh sent this order to the Egyptian slave 
drivers and the Israelite foremen: 7 "Do not supply any more 
straw for making bricks. Make the people get it themselves! 8 But 
still require them to make the same number of bricks as before. 
Don't reduce the quota. They are lazy."

Ex 11:4-6 

> Moses had announced to Pharaoh, "This is what 
the Lord says: At midnight tonight I will pass 
through the heart of Egypt. All the firstborn sons 
will die in every family in Egypt, from the oldest 
son of Pharaoh, who sits on his throne, to the 
oldest son of his lowliest servant girl who grinds 
the flour. Even the firstborn of all the livestock will 
die. Then a loud wail will rise throughout the land 
of Egypt, a wail like no one has heard before or 
will ever hear again 



FROM THE RED SEA TO THE JORDAN 



Ex 12:21-23 

x "Go, pick out a lamb or young goat for each of your 
families, and slaughter the Passover animal. Drain the 
blood into a basin. Then take a bundle of hyssop 
branches and dip it into the blood. Brush the hyssop 
across the top and sides of the doorframes of your 
houses. And no one may go out through the door until 
morning. For the Lord will pass through the land to 
strike down the Egyptians. But when he sees the blood 
on the top and sides of the doorframe, the Lord will 
pass over your home. 



FROM THE RED SEA TO THE JORDAN 



Ex 12:31 -33 

x Pharaoh sent for Moses and Aaron during the 
night. "Get out!" he ordered. "Leave my people 



and take the rest of the Israelites with you! Go and 
worship the Lord as you have requested. Take 
your flocks and herds, as you said, and be gone. 
Go, but bless me as you leave." All the Egyptians 
urged the people of Israel to get out of the land as 
quickly as possible, for they thought, "We will all 
die!" 



FROM THE RED SEA TO THE JORDAN 



Ex 12:36-37 

x The Lord caused the Egyptians to look 
favorably on the Israelites, and they gave the 
Israelites whatever they asked for. So they 
stripped the Egyptians of their wealth! 

x That night the people of Israel left Rameses 
and started for Succoth. There were about 
600,000 men, plus all the women and children,
